Recognition Day.

» designatesthe third Friday in September as POW/MIA Recognition Day; and

» givesresponsibility to the Division of Veterans Affairs to coordinate activities and
promation for Y ellow Ribbon Day and POW/MIA Recognition Day.

(2) TheDivision of Veterans Affairs shall coordinate activities, special programs, and

promotional information to heighten public awareness and involvement relating to Subsections

(1)(c) and (d).
